N the Courants of April 6 and 8; we gave the 

New Regulation or Ordinance of the States 

General for the obferving of good Order in 

their Army: And hkewife related, that the 

Officers of the Swifs Troops in the States 
Pay, found themfelves aggriev'd by that Regulation, 
had declar’d they and their Troops would rather 
quit the Service than fuffer any Infraction of the 
Prerogatives their Nation had been long poffefs'd of, 
and that they had given in a Petition to the States 
on that Subje&t.. We are now to relate, that the 
Staces ha.ing taken that Petitiun into Confideration, 
have made the following particuiar Regulation in Fa- 
vour of the laid Swifs Troops. 


I. THE Col'ow-le, and in their Abfence the 
coomanding Officers of the Regimenrs fhall 
cufa ftrict pline ‘to be obferv'd ; and to, 
ths Eno of their own Authosity, caufe 
the Soidie who comit any Ditorders, to be punifh’d 
by runnin; h- Ganlope and by Imprifonmenc ; as 
is praétis’d mong ogher Troops cf the State. 
I], of amy great Offence, the Collonel 
or commanding «)fficer of the Regiment, fhall call 
a Court-Martial, according to the Cuftom of the 
Troops of the Swifs Nation. shane 

IIL No General, Governour of a Town, nor any 
other whofoever, fhall punith the Officers or the Sol- 
diers of che Troops of the {aid Nauion: Neverthelefs 
the Gererals, Governovrs, and other command- 
ing Officers may, confine the Officers in their 
Quarrers, or wherever elfe they find them ; And the 
Soldie’s in the Corps de Garde, to fecure their Per- 
fins, and to deliver them over to the Commanders 
of their refnective Regiments, who fhall be oblig’d 
to puaifh them accurding to their Deferts, and with- 
our Delay. 

IV. ‘The Subaltern Officers, that is to fay, the 

fhall be try’d by the fuperior 
Officers of their eiments. 

V. But if ic fhould happen that the Collonel or 
Commandant Of the Regiment be oblig’d to demand 

fiicers of another Regiment, the Collonels or Com- 
mandants of fuch other Regiments of the Nation 
fhall not refufe his Requeft. 

VI. In Cafea Subaltern Officer abandon him(elf 
(0 Debauchery, or any other Diforders of that Na- 
ture, and do not amend his Life, upon the Admoni- 
tion the Colonel fhall give ‘hint, the Collonel fhall 

ave Power to break him, after having taken the 
dvice of the Captains of the Regiment who. are 
mt: After which he fhall acquaint the Collonel 
eneral therewith. 
Ps The Caprains thall be ery’d by the Collopels, 
Pg ts Collonels, and Majors of the Troops of 
rhe Narton ; admitting neverch<lefs one Captain of 
"ae Regiment to be ope of the Judges. 


VIII. The Majors fhall be try’d by the Collonels 
and Lieutenam Cuioneis ot the feme Troo;s: Ad- 
mitiing bkewile a Majur o be one ot the Jucpes. 

EX. The Collonels ana Liewrenarn: Colfoncls thal 
be ury’d by the Collonels of the Nation: Bur if 
there thould not -be « fufficient Number of them ix 
fhall be made up by the Lieusenant Collonels = and 
for want of them, by rhe Majors: And in all Gales 

an Officer of the fame Rark with him who is to be 
try'd, fhail be one of the Judges. 

_ X. The Courts-Martial thail be compos’d of 7 
Judges : The Prefident tecluded in tha: Number. 

XE The. Court-Martials for Affsirs that relate to 
Collonels, Lieutenant Collonels, Majors, and Cap- 
tains, fhall noc be call’d but with the Advice, and by 
the Order of the Colionel General ; who may pie- 
fide in them whenever he thi ks ic ncceffary. 

XIL The Collonels, Lieurensnt Collonels, o¢ 
Majors, who thal! be obligd :o go from their Gairi- 
fons, or from the Army co atlift ata Court-Martial, 
to judge any Caufe that is not criminal, but concerns 
the Intereft of a privaré Perfon, fha!l have 10 Florins 
per Diem, of the Money of thefe Provinces ; to 
be reckon'd from the Day of his Deparure till that 
of his Return. And he ac whofe Requeft the Court- 
Martial is affembied, thai! be ohjig’d two depofit for 
that Ufe, the Sum the Collonel 5 fhall order, 
according to the Circumftances of the Affair: How- 
ever it thai! not exceed a Thoufind Florins, ard after 
the Decifion cf the Affair a true Accompt fhall be 
given of the faid Sum. 

XIII. No criminal Sentences fhall be executed bur 
by an Order in Wrinng trom the Collonel-Gereral, 
who in cafe of zny notorious Miftake in the Sen- 
tence, may fend it back to the Prefident, with or- 
ders to reaffemble rhe Court-Martial, or 0 call ano- 
ther, to judge the Affair anew: And the Perfon con- 
vict fhali nevertheleis be, at liberty to appeal to the 
Council of State, either from the firft or fecond Sen- 
tence, in all Cafes where an Appeal lies according 
to the Laws and Cuftoms of this Srate. 

XIV. The Collonels or she Commanding Officers 

of the Regiments, fhall diligently take care, thar all 
the Imployments that become vacanr, in the Com- 
panies, be fill’d up with Perfons capable of executing 
them. 
XV. The Collonels or the Commanding Officers 
of the Regiments fhall caufe to be broughr before 
’em, all the Sergeants, Under-Officers and Scidiers, 
that the Captains hall lift into the Service 5 and nor 
allow of any but fuch as are qualify’d according to 
the Capitulation. 

XVI. They thall likewife caufe to be brought to 
them all fwch to whom the Captains give their’ 
Difcharge ; and inquire of them, if they have ro 
Caufe of Complaint: And then fhall fign their Dif- 
charge themfelves, without which it fhall not be 
valid. 

XVII. Laftly, They fhall take Notice whether 
the Officers, who have obtain’d Furlo’s, return to 
the Regiment within the time limited ; and in cafe 
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of Failure they fhall forchwich give Notice thereof 
to be General, chat se may take ;he ne- 
cefia') Orders the:cin; as well b; caufing their Pay 
tu be flopt, as to proceed againft their Perfons, ac- 
cor ing to the Laws an’ Ordinances of this State.
